“Without any 
question, 
we 
shall 
have some Regular Army troops here 
for the dedication of the 
monument 
to General Webb on 
October 
12th”, 
said Colonel Lewis R. Stegman, chair­ 
man of the 
New 
York 
Monuments 
Commission, who is spending 
several 
days here 
perfecting 
arrangem ents 
for the ceremonies. 
Colonel Stegm an 
expects a battalion 
of 
infantry 
to 
participate in the 
exercises 
and 
a 
regimental band to accompany 
them 
here. 
It is probable that the 
detail 
will be from the Fifth, which p artic­ 
ipated in the W adsworth 
dedication 
last year. 
Efforts are also on foot to 
have 
a 
battery of artillery here to 
fire 
the 
salute. This will be secured from Tort 
Myer, unless the men ere 
at 
Toby- 
hanna at the time, in which event a r ­ 
tillery from the New York militia will 
be detailed here. 
The unveiling of the monument will 
be given to General Webb’s son 
and 
two daughters. Governor W hitman, of 
New York, will make one of the prin­ 
cipal addresses of the day, and efforts 
are on foot to secure Colonel Andrew 
Cowan for a 
short 
speech. 
Colonel 
Cowan is not in robust health, but he 
is now recuperating 
at 
Chautauqua 
la k e and it is believed he will be able 
to be here. 
A special train will bring from Al­ 
bany the official party for the dedica­ 
tion. It will arrive here about 5:80 or 
the afternoon of October lith amt 
in 
th e '■party will be Governor Whitman 
and his staff. 
Lieutenant 
Governor 
Sehoneck, 
Comptroller 
Eugene 
M. 
Travers. State 
Treasurer James 
M. 
Wells, Secretary of State I*. M. Ifu^o, 
several State Senators and Assembly­ 
men. The party will remain here four 
days, taking Wednesday for a trip to 
Antietam.

G ettysburg has entertained no more 
interesting or unique convention than 
that which opened this morning in the 
Court House when the twenty 
ninth 
annual session of 
the 
Pennsylvania 
Society for the Aik.arnement of 
the 
Deaf was called to order. 
The mem­ 
bers attending give evidence 
of 
the 
greatest refinement 
and 
intelligence 
and many local people have been pres­ 
ent to “hear” their discussions. 
All of the “talk.-’’ are given* in the 
language of the hands and an 
in ter­ 
preter tells what is being 
said, 
for 
the benefit 
of any 
in 
the audience 
who may not be able to read the sign 
language but can hear. Specially im­ 
pressive was the opening prayer made 
by the Rev. F. C. Smielan, 
minister 
to the deaf in th e dioceses of H arris­ 
burg, Bethlehem, and Erie, his in ter­ 
pretation of the Lord's Prayer at 
its 
close being closely followed 
by 
the 
G ettysburg people who were present. 
Burgess Jam e s W. 
Eicholtz 
made 
the address of welcome, an interpreter 
°iving it a fte r 
him 
with 
the 
sign 
language and the members 
clapping 
enthusiastically the 
cordial 
greeting 
extended by G ettysburg’s mayor. 
He 
said in part: 
“ Members of the Pennsylvania 
So­ 
ciety for the 
Advancement 
of 
the 
Deaf, ladies, and gentlemen, 
“ It is my pleasant duty on behalf of 
the town, as its chief 
executive, 
to 
welcome you to Gettysburg. 
We are 
noted 
for 
entertaining 
convention^ 
and htimireds of them have come here 
in .iearp past, but none has been more 
welcome than you 
are 
to-dav. 
We 
have here A m erica’s greatest 
battle­ 
field with its miles of beautiful 
ave­ 
nues and hundreds mf monuments.

trust th a t you will Mnjoy your stay in 
our town and profit by your visit 
to 
the battlefield to such an extent that 
we may have the privilege 
of en ter­ 
taining you very goon a cain.”

Charged with being implicated 
in 
robbing Jam es (’orwell, of 
Fairfield, 
and taking from him $15.00, Raymond 
Long aud Chester Freeman, of W ay­ 
nesboro, have been arrested. Convell, 
it is said, was robbed while he 
was 
asleep in the stables of Jam es 
Mc­ 
C am ey, Waynesboro, on Saturday. A 
hearing was held in the case at W ay­ 
nesboro on Thursday. 
Elmer Smith, Buena Vista, who con­ 
d u c ts a blacksmith shop 
near 
these 
stables, testified that 
(’orwell, 
pre­ 
vious to the 
robbery, 
showed 
him 
twenty-four dollars in bills ami some 
change. He counted the money in the 
presence of Jam es Long, who was in 
the shop at the time. loiter in the ev­ 
ening, when Corwell 
came 
hack 
to 
the shop, 
he had eight dollars in his 
pockets and this Smith took, 
return­ 
ing it to Corwell, on Sunday morning. 
Corwell next testified and said that, 
on Saturday morning, he drew $27.21 
out of the hank, paid billa am ounting 
to three dollars. Then he started m ak­ 
ing the rounds to the hotel bars. 
He said that he had been 
drinking 
with five fellows 
in 
the 
McCamey 
stable and identified Freem an us 
be­ 
ing one of the group. 
Charles Sanders, a boy of 12 years 
testified that he 
saw 
Freeman 
and 
Iaing taking Corwell into M cCamey’* 
stable and that the two 
young 
men 
told him to get out of the place. 
He 
didn’t go, however, hut from a secluded 
place in one of the stalls, 
saw 
them 
trying to make change with ’Corwell 
in order to purchase another pint 
of 
liquor. Irater, young Sander* said that 
he saw’ Freeman take a roll of 
hill* 
out of Co mr ell’s pocket, count 
them 
and place them in 
hi* 
own 
pocket. 
Freem an 
and 
Lop'* 
left then 
and 
walked out of the stable. 
Poor Director Jacob Mayer testified 
that he walked through the stables on 
his way home to supper and saw the 
two boys. Freeman and Long. ti. king 
with Corwell in the stable yards. 
He 
went home and, upon returning, short­ 
ly by the same W’ay, saw Freeman 
in 
a nervous manner, partially hidden by 
a corner of the building, placing mon­ 
ey in his outside top coat pocket. 
A 
few minutes later. Freeman w*as join­ 
ed by Long. 
Chief of Police Staley said that 
he 
saw’ Freeman, Long, Corwell and two 
other men drinking in the hotel yard*.

New Addition to Lincoln Highway. 


Gettysburg to Set More Connect­ 


ions by the Plan. 


In order that the new 
loop 
to 
be 
added to the Lincoln 
Highway 
may 
pass the three million dollar Lincoln 
memorial now being erected in W ash­ 
ington, member* 
of 
the 
Maryland 
State Roads Commission, and of 
the 
Maryland and W ashington 
branches 
of the 
highway 
association, 
deter­ 
mined upon the route at 
a 
meeting 
on Thursday. 
The new loop w’ill sturt 
at 
Phila­ 
delphia, giving tourist* the 
altern a­ 
tive of coming to G ettysburg 
direct 
over the main route through 
Lancas­ 
te r and York, or of taking in 
Balti­ 
more. Washington, and Frederick 
on 
their way here. 
The plan in no 
way 
detracts from the importance of 
the 
main highway but bids fair 
to 
give 
G ettysburg excellent connection w’ith 
the tw’o additional cities. 
The distance from New 
York 
to 
the point where the highway 
enters 
Maryland is about 
148 
miles. 
The 
new route will pass through 
Elkton, 
Havre de Grace and Belair to 
B alti­ 
more. 
From there it wdl follow 
the 
W ashington houvelard to W ashington. 
It is planned to have the route enter 
the city proper at Fifteenth 
anff 
ll 
streets northeast, or via 
Rhode 
Is­ 
land avenue and extend 
through the 
city, encircling the Lincoln Memorial 
in Potomac Park. 
It will then extend 
throu»h the northwest section of the 
city and probably will 
follow’ Mass­ 
achusetts avenue to 
Wisconsin 
ave­ 
nue. 
The route from that point will 
be 
to 
Rock vifle, 
G aithersburg, 
Ridge­ 
ville, Frederick, Thurmont, 
E m m its­ 
burg ami thence to 
Gettysburg. 
All 
the Maryland roads, it was 
reported, 
are in excellent condition. 
The detour route is to lie marked a t 
frequent Intervals 
with 
red, 
white 
and red signs.

of Slate Money now One. Musi he 


Used .for Certain Kinds of Im­ 


provements Says Letter. 


Road supervisors 
in 
the 
various 
townships of Adams County 
will 
ba 
glad to learn that as fast as account* 
are certified to the Auditor 
General, 
the bureau of township highways 
of 
the State Highway 
Department 
is 
sending out to 
the 
supervisors tho 
amount due them from the State 
as 
a bonus on the cash tax basis. 
Accompanying the 
remittance 
to 
the supervisors is a letter 
from 
Jo ­ 
seph W. Hunter, in which he inform* 
the supervisors w hat 
uses 
may 
be 
made of this money. 
The amount sent to each board 
of 
supervisors through 
their treasurer, 
is for thirty per cent 
of 
the 
total 
amount due the townships during tha 
years 1913 and 1914 and the treasu r­ 
ers are told 
that 
they 
can 
depend 
upon approximately the same amount 
next year if the annual report agree­ 
ment and certified copy of treasurers* 
bond are filed, as required 
by 
law. 
This money is paid 
out 
under 
the 
term s of act, approved July 22, 1913. 
Mr. Hunter in his letter told 
the 
supervisors that they 
can 
use 
tide 
money for the following purposes: 
Buying and installing concrete, cast 
iron or corrugated culvert pipe, includ­ 
ing concrete or stone 
masoniy 
head 
walls.

Gtrmani Usa Wood Pulp to Make Ex­ 
plosive* by New Process. 
A cit lien of a neutral state who ha**

count of the work of Gorman chemists 
In ‘Recovering ii substitute for cotton 
as a bn*!* for high explosives. This Is 
found In the shope of ordinary wood 
pulp. The correspondent adds: 
• The exj*erimcilts still are tieing car­ 
ried on. hut sufficient progress has lieen 
made to enable the substitute to he 
used freely and successfully. 
“Gertniiny I* under no difficulty so 
far as the supply of raw material Is 
concerned. 
At one time she was de- 
(»endeiit upon Hctndliirtvls for supplies 
o f WfMtd pulp, but some ,'enrn ago she 
set herself to the task o f making her 
own. 
Since then she became largely 
self supporting In this direction. Three 
of the largest factories are engaged iii 
turning out the new- basts for explo­ 
sives. 
“Large reserves of Bullier have lieen 
accumulated from ray own country and 
from Russia, so that there Is no fear of 
any shortage. 
I was assured that lf 
tim supply of raw cotton to Germany 
was stopped entirely she might be able 
to tide over the difficulties.**
